How To Make Every Vote Count 


WASHINGTON—Senate debate on the Lodge proposed constitutional amendment to do away with 
the electoral college has brought out two collateral weaknesses in our system of electing Presidents 
and Vice Presidents which are crying for correction. One concerns the advantages held by the 
large pivotal States in providing candidates for President. The other pertains to the inability of our 


two-party 
and the North Central area. 

As to the first, Sen. Henry Cabot Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, author of the amendment, cites 
proof of the charge that the present unit rule 
system strongly tends to overemphasize the po- 
litical importance of the large politically doubt- 
ful -States. Presidential candidates from these 
States often have a marked advantage over rivals 
from other States in the nomination struggle. 
That is true because the two major parties try 
to select a candidate who is capable of deliver- 
oe _ electoral vote of one of these large pivotal 


a 


The Massachusetts Senator reminds that 
16 of the 26 major party presidential candi- 
dates since 1900—17, if Theodore Roosevelt 
be considered a major party candidate in 
1912—-have come from New York or Ohio, 
States which come in the large pivotal cate- 
gory. Here are two States which alone have 
provided nearly two-thirds of the presidential 
nomines who really counted. By the same 
token, six of the nine Presidents elected dur- 
ing the past half century have come from 
either New York or Ohio.

On the second proposition, Sen. Lodge has

Dean Potts, who may be regarded as a notable 
\authority, said it was no wonder “that States 
are never visited by candidates and campaign 
speakers, States to which no literature or cam- 
paign workers are ever sent, continue to vote 
the same party from year to year, even from 
generation to generation.” What influence is 
ever “brought to bear upon them to change their 
political allegiance? he asked. 

There are millions of voters in the solid 
Democratic States of the South and the solid 
Republican States of New England and the North 
Central area, Sen. Lodge said, who have never 
heard or seen a major party presidential candi- 
date during a campaign, except by radio. 

The effect of the electoral college system is 
to keep candidates out of these areas. The solid

Brannan There was another presentation which revealed why 

the farmers of the nation have, by and large, deserted 
the Republicans. The Brannan Plan for agriculture has been re- 
jected, but there was no argument against some of the facts which 
Sec. Brannan presented. 

It was the Democratic Party which rescued farmers from five- 
cent cotton, eight-cent tobacco, three-cent hogs, 15-cent corn and 
25-cent wheat. The party’s policies have prevented the collapse 
which followed the last World War, The policy is an expensive 
one and needs adjustment.

Cotton prices have come down only a fraction of the ‘distance 
they dropped after World War I. In 12 months starting in 1920 
cotton prices dropped from 3812 cents to 9% cents. In the current 
postwar period cotton has dropped from a high of 37.6 cents to 
about 26% cents in December. 

“That's a whale of a difference, and it’s due to the Democratic 
farm program,” Sec. Brannan declared. : 

“However,” he continued, “the Democratic Party cannot rest 
on its laurels. While the old program has been improved by the 
Democratic Congress, further improvement is needed. The pro- 
gram must be kept up to date, vitalized, and capable of meeting 
the modern problems that confront us.”

family living expenses dropped $2,900,000,000 in 1948, $2,000,000,- 


000 more in 1948, and may drop $2,000,000,000 again in 1950. 

“Who cares about the danger of these trends?” he asked. “It 
has been said that it was ‘the politicians’ who forced farm ‘leaders’ 
to accept higher price supports than they wanted last year. Where 
are such ‘leaders’ leading? 

“Farm people are 18.9 percent of our national population. In 
1948 they got 9.3 percent of our national income, and last year they 
got 7.8 percent. 

“Is that equality? Who cares—those who say it’s all right to let 
farm income slide on down the scale?” 

He charged that “the critics hope you will not notice that they 
neatly avoid the issues.” 


Questions The Secretary then posed three questions which he 
said the critics avoid: 

1. How far down do we dare permit farm prices and income to 
fall? (“The critics never say, but they are sure the ‘politicians’ 
put the level too high.”) 

2. Can we have adequate price and income protection without 
mandatory support on the perishables that bring in a major share 
of farm income? (“The critics don’t answer. But farm people 
know they must have fair prices for eggs, chickens, milk, and the 
meat animals.”) 

3. If perishables are supported, is it all right to do it by taking 
them away from your customers by means of Government purchase 
and storage? (“The critics don’t say. They know that farmers 
value the good will of their customers and want them to have not 
only a fair deal but a good opportunity to eat up our potential 
surpluses.” ) 

Those excerpts from two speeches explain why the Democratic 
Party is in power and why even its most articulate critics admit 
that Harry Truman, who is by no means a strong President, is 
stronger than he was when elected a year ago.

Threat to the Public 


Editor Constitution: There is a grave threat 
to the life and health of Georgians, a threat which 
should be brought forcefully to the attention of 
the public, since it deeply concerns each and 
every one of us. ~ 

Heretofore, the minimum requirements for 
persons applying for a license as a registered 
pharmacist have been graduation from an ac- 
credited school of pharmacy (a four-year course), 
plus one year of internship or apprenticeship in a 
pharmacy under the supervision of a pharmacist. 
At this time there is a bill before a legislative 
committee proposing to lower these requirements 
to graduation from high school, which would give 
exactly no training in pharmacy whatsoever, 
and six years of work in a pharmacy, which 
could give only narrow and superficial experience 
compared to the broad scope covered in four 
years of classes at a school whose professors not 
only hold degrees in pharmacy, but degrees of 
master and doctor in their own particular field. 

If this bill is passed, there are literally thou- 
” drug clerks and porters 
who would qualify for examination. This lower- 
ing of standards in pharmacy would put Georgia 
exactly last in the list of States. If there were 
a position lower than last, we would fill that, too. 

Now, when the rapid development of hun- 
dreds of new drugs has led schools of pharmacy 
to consider seriously the advisability of extending 
the four-year course into six years, selfish in- 
terests in this State are attempting to reduce the 
quality of pharmacists to such an extent that the 
life of Georgians will rest in the hands of the

They have a 
great love and respect for Amer- 
ica, and the principles upon 
which our democracy is built. 

“It has been said that Bel- 
gium (about one-fifth the size 
of Georgia) is a little country 
but a great nation. I have seen 
some of the things that make it 
ibe The farm people particu- 
arly are hard working and fru- 
gal. They realize that their exis- 
tence depends upon what they 
can produce from their limited 
amount of soil. Less than 3 per- 
cent of farm land in Belgium is 
idle land. Every foot of ground 
must produce the maximum ev- 
ery year. Mr. Cope and Mr. 
Asbury, the Belgian farmer re- 
members that next year and the 
next, and even 10 generations 
from now some family must get 
its living from this same soil. 
Conservation of the soil for the 
Belgians is of paramount im- 
portance. 

“The farms of Belgium are 
very small, averaging about 10 
acres, Only 350 farms have more 
than 250 acres of land. In the 
steep, rolling, country of the 
Northwest the dairy cow  sup- 
plies by far the major portion 
of the income. This country to 
me is one of the most beautiful 
parts of .Belgium. From this 
part if you go due west along 
the Holland border you will find 
yourself in the Kempin region, a 
land similar in many respects to 
parts of south Georgia. The land 
is flat and somewhat sandy, and 
most of the woodland is in pine. 
This is the new dairy section, 
because it is only within rela- 
tively ‘recent. years that this 
section has been developed. It 
is here that most of the idle land 
of Belgium is found. Grass will 
grow here and the farmers are 
doing well. 

“Still west from Bruges to the 


coast is the area known as the — 


Polders that was reclaimed from 
the sea and is especially noted 
for its ability to grow grass of a 
higher nutritive value than in 
any other section of the country. 
Livestock get fatter and cows 
give more milk in this region. 
Scientists claim it is because of 
some yet unknown mineral left 
from the sea. 

“Grape production is carried on 
under glass. And what grapes! 
Huge bunches that remind one 
of the: grapes men brought to 
Moses from the Promised Land. 
Don’t get excited and think that 
because of these grapes Belgi 
is a big wine producing country. 
For it isn’t. The grapes are too 
high priced for it. With 9,000,- 
000 Belgians crowded into this 
small Belgium, vegetable pro- 
duction is also important. Aill 
kinds of vegetables are in de- 
mand because the people live to 
eat. They enjoy good food. 

“Every farm building in Bel- 
gium that I have seen is made 
either of brick or of stone. The 
roofs of red tile and the floors 
of beautiful eolored tile for 
which the country is famous. 
Beautiful furniture, many an- 
tiques, in-the farm homes. Liv- 
ing in their own home is one of 
the few pleasures a Belgian 
farmer expects to get out of life. 
The kitchen in the average farm 
home is equipped with only the 
bare essentials. And not con- 
veniently arranged. The bath 
facilities are inadequate for com- 
fortable living. 

“Along the south of Belgium 
and through the central region 


the rich agriculture lands are’ 


utilized for growing sugar beets, 
beets for livestock, cereal grains, 
vegetables and other crops. 

“Now the land is already in 
grain, even though it has rained 
practically every day since I 
have been here. It does not 
damage the soil to cultivate it 
when wet. I have seen many 
farmers plowing in a steady 
downpour. 

“For the benefit of my good 
friends Dr. Stuckey, at Griffin, 
and Dr. McHatton; at Athens, I 
report that the finest of fruits 


are produced in Belgium.”
